Critical Comparison of the New York
and Keygtone Guardsmen.

TOE FOKMER RANKED HIGHER

0n Techuieal Points, but the Latter Knew
low to Get There.

EENLFITS OF A THOEOUGH TRAINING

The two object lessons of the year in &
military way have been the mobilization of
the New York National Guard at Buftalo
and of the Pennsvlvania National Guard at
Homestead, says & writer in the New York
Tinwn.  Governor Flower sent to Buffalo &
force apcregating 7,000, out of a total of
15,54, Governor Pattison ordered 1o
Homestea | & foree of 5,600, out of 8, 200,
No prelinnnary order had been promul-
gated to the Pennsylvanians, and the Gor-
ernor’s decision to order ount the guard was
not made known to General Snowden until
10:30 elock Sunday night, the most inaus-
picious nicht and hour in ull the week for
so uncapecied aud sudden military move-
ment.

The railways, however, were not particn-
larly interested in the Homestead strike,
avd made no unosual effort to hurry the
troops onward, although within 12 hoars
atrer the last eommandant of 8 regimeat had
been votified, the entire gunrd was moving
to the front, and the First Brigade, Geoeral
Diwchert, 2,500 strong, in reserve, had cone
into camp 8t Mt Gretna, over 100 miles
from Pniladelphin. ~Under the Penusyl-
vania svstem, betore the Captain of a com-
yany received his orders, they had passed
throngh the hande of his Brigale Com-
minmder, the Assistant Adjutant General, the
Colonel of his regiment and the Adjutant,

CUoder the New York system  Adjutant
General Porter communicated direetly with
ceaptains of the separnte companies. The
question as to the superiority o1 the xystem
of the two Staltes has been thoroughly
tested within six weeks The Pennsylvania
Guaml is composed of one division o! thres
brigndes, each brigade, in addition 1o its
inlantry force, carrying a troop of cavilry
and a battery of artillers. The division
commander ranks as Major General, the
ranking oficer of the guard. The Adjutaut
Genemnl ranks as a Brigadier, and 12 re-
gurded merely as the Governor's military
elerk.,

Just Like Ol Camprigners,

Every organization in the Pennsylvania
Guard goes into camp once & vear—into &
reviwental eamp one wear, brigade camp
the next, division camp the vear following.
The troops piteh their own tents, which are
provided by the Quartermaster aecording
as the camp is regivental, brigade or divis-
fon, and the subwistenos is supplied by the
Commissary. In this manner o every regi-
wental Quartermaster and Commissary ‘is
given nn opportunity every year, the brig-
wile officers every two vears, and the divis-
ion efiicers every three years ol excreising
the tunetions of their office. That they
manage to keep up in pructies was amply
demonsirated at Homestead, where cump
eauipige and subsistence were on the ground
eanjoinily with the troops.

I uder the New York svstem, with the
exceptions of the Adjutaut General, the
Inspeetor General, the Surgeon Genearal, the
Genern! Inspeetor of Rifle Practice, anu the
Chiel of Ordpapce, who, by tie way, is
under bonds for the faithiul ahd hopest dis
charge o his duties, the saff s s worthless
sl useless gppendage.  The ranking oificer
ol the guard iz o siafl officer, the Adjutant
General.  Under the regulations of the
army of the United Stnies, a stafl’ officer
“<lisll not assume command of troops nnless
put on duty wnder onders which lpaeinll;
so direct by authority of the President™
At the Governor's military adviser the Ad-
Jjutant Geveral has become de jure the Com-
mavder in Chief of the National Guard of
the Siate, an inexplicable inconsisiencr to
military men, who are awsre thst the Ad-
jursut General of the regular army only
benrs the commission of a Brieadier Gen-
ernl und commands uothing but his own
office—and scarcely that if his assistant
possesses & substautial politieal pull.

Froneylvania Was Ready for Waork,

After eriticizing the staffs of the N, Y. 8§
X. (i., saying, among other things, *'the six
aides are, on the whole, & pareel of wooden
beads, who know more sbout drawing
checks for campaign funds or for wine sup-
pers io bouor of what the eommon people
term ‘his Exeellency’ than fulfilling the
duties and requirements of the honommble
and bonored eommission which ther earry,”
the writer adds: *'In view of ull these facts,
it is not surprising that after the splendid
concentration of troops &t Buflalo, the
troops shonld have gone to bed shelterless
nod halt siurved.  One competent Commis-
sary would have smoothed the way, but the
very nature of the organization prevented
that mun's appesrance.”

When the Pennsylvania troops reached
Homestead the meu carried three davs’
rutions The division Commissary General,
Colonel Cartin, bought all the supplies, und
distributed them 10 thé Brieaa: Commis!

saries, who, in turn, furnished them to the |

Regimental Commissary. At the same
time the Quartermaster Genernl, Colonel
Culliuau, ordered lormge to last & week
ehipped trow Harrisburg, and tents sul-
ficieut for the entire commuud, with camp
eyuijage econwisting of pickazes, spades,
shovels, and laoterns,

Betore he bad been on the ground an
bour Colowel Cullinen purchased 100 coras
of wood, which were promptir distributed
among the regiments. Every company in
the puard possesses its camp ouifit, stove
included. A large tent is used for the com-
pauy’s dining room. Six hours after their
urrival a1 Homestead, the Pennsylvanians,
with the exeeption of Colonel Hawkins'
provisionals on the north bank of the
Mononzuheln river, were in camp, their
wness tenis pitched, stoves in position, sinks
dug, the eompaay sireeis laid out, tents up,
aud the company cooks preparing dinper,

No Discomtoris at Homestend,

Within the same time division and bri-
pade headqusrters had been established,
seniries posted, and every detall necessary
for so large » camp was in free runming
order.  Each department looked strictly
atver its own business, nnd everything was
working in the smoothest and most harmon-

At Homestead, however, the troops were
eonventruted in one spot, and the work of
the Commissary and Qmemlmr, even
with the excellent systern—which, afterall,
is that of the regulsr armv—was compara-
tively ensy, whileat Huffalothey were widely
seattered.  Hud ench of the ecompanies of
the New York guard been sy pli!tr.n-ilh a
company outfit much of the discomfort and
trouble over food would have been cb-
viuted

ut who at all times can hustle for himselt
in the matter of provender, particularly
under the most adventitious circumstances,

Our Troops Quite Fron and Easy,

As for the eondnet of the troops in enmp,
the care and anpearance oi their equipment,
disgipline, the observance of ceremonials,
the credit must be awarded to the New

fork guardsmen. In Howstead officers and

Y

men hobnobbed altogether too I'nm!hrl,_r,"
officers were called by their Chgiftian
nuames, and were secn daily standigg up at
& bur in uniform drinking with their men.
Noihing of this oconrred at Buffalo. Again,
the Pennsylvaniaa is shamefully eareless 1n
the matser of paying tribute to superior
k. Very few of the rank and file of the
Kevstone National Guard econsidered it
worth while to salute a zeneral officer or
even the Colonel o! their regiments Even
sentries who ought to have koown better
frequently let field officers oross their post
withont a present arms.  One day General
Bnowden and General Wiley, walking up
Carnggie Hill together, passed from 20 to
30 private soldiers who were lounging on
the sward, but not one arose to salute his
superiors. '

On the other band the strict attention of
the New York guardsmen to this little
ceremionial was carried so far as to be almost
Iudiernns. On several oeccasions your eor-
respondint went over the lines in the
“pour’ or observation engine, nmler_tha
| esoort of Arthur Leonard of the New York
| Central roul. Invariabiy, as the epgine
whizzed by an ontpost or a guari tent ora
santry, the gnard was tursed ou., and the
sentry pame ton present, the only justifien-
tion for this politeness arising from the
fsct that the “‘pony™ was used by general
officers, or officers in eommand of the canps,
to tamiliarize themselves with the lay of the
position of the different troops.

A Reth -r Sevars Criticism

In the set-up of the men the New York
troops are unquestionahly the superior, us
they are in all the technicnlitiesof the drill.
Ther arc neater in appearance, take better
enre of their elothing, their equipment and
their guns, and sre held under stronger dis-
eipline. It is not too much to sav that a
| rusty piece was the exception at Buflalo. It
| was the rule at Homestead, Aod so with |
| manding in the racks The New York
| troops sttended striotly to business. The
| Pennsvlvanian gaped, chewed tobaceo or

gum, sni! eonversed withont interruption
The cheeriulpess ol the troops of both States
| and their willingness to do the work as-
| gigned were exceedingly ereditable to both |
| organizations. At Homestead ns well as at
Rufla'o was the appreliension that some of
the men wonld lose their places when they
| rerurned home.

During the time the troops were at Home-
stead not one of General Snowden's staff
visited Pittsburg except Commissury Cur-
tin, who went in daily in the liue of dutr at
A oa. s oand returned to Homestead at 10 p.
., and Dr. Huidekoper, who was detmiled
to eonvey 130,000 rounds of  ammunitien
from the Allegheny Arsennl At Buofiilo,
| bowever, widespread marmuring was heard,

not only from eaptaina of companies, but
from field officers, over the poor quality of
their fare, with expressed determination to
leave their commands temporarily for the
comforts snd luxuries of the Buflalo hotels.
